CHURCHES. 

Almost every religious denomination is repre- 
sented here, but of the architectural taste dis- 
played in the erection of church edifices little 
can be said. Few of the societies possess much 
wealth; Washington not being a business place 
of much importance but a small amount of 
wealth is accumulated among the inhabitants as 
they chiefly depend on government patronage 
for their resources. The President worships at 
the Metropolitan Methodist Church, of which 
Rev. Dr. Tiffany is the pastor, and is said to be 
a constant attendant. On leaving my place of 
abode last Sunday morning, to attend divine wor- 
ship, I turned my steps toward St. John’s Epis- 
copal Church, on the corner of H and Sixteenth 
streets, of which Rev. John V. Lewis, D. D., is 
the rector. It is an old, time-worn and weath- 
beaten structure, with the climbing woodbine 
almost reaching to: the moss-covered roof. It 
is the oldest church edifice but one in the 
city. While sitting within the consecrated walls 
listening to the soul-inspiring words of the morn- 
ing service, I could but reflect how many had 
passed in and out from the portals of that an- 
cient house of prayer, been sprinkled with the 
waters of that spiritual fountain, so they might 
be prepared and strengthened for that voyage 
on which we must all finally embark, and which 
so many of them have taken, which carried them 
on beyond that ‘‘river of peace,” ‘‘have bathed 
in its blissful tide,” and are to-day happy within 
the walls of a kingdom which is not of this world. 

BUSINESS. 

This city, as a commercial and manufacturing 
point, is regarded as of but littleimportance. It 
is too near the great commercial city of Balti- 
more with its almost three hundred thousand in- 
habitants, to ever attain much reputation as a 
point from which to distribute goods, simply sup- 
plying the customers within the district and its 
immediate vicinity. We find no houses among 
the merchants here who do an exclusively job- 
bing trade. Georgetown, in the western part of 
the district, is a place of more commerce and 
manufacturing than the capital or city proper. 
We find there a number of large flour-mills 
which turn out thousands of barrels every week, 
made from Virginia and Maryland wheat, of 
which there is little better grown in the country. 
Most of these brands of flour have a wide rep- 
utation, being very desirable for shipment to 
warm climates. A large lumber-trade is also 
carried on at Georgetown.

VENTION.—The session of a general convention 
of the Episcopal church, which lasted four weeks, 
came to a close in New York on Tuesday eve- 
ning last. It was understood that the question 
of ‘‘ritualism” would be considered, and some 
legislation thereon attempted; and accordingly 
the best and ablest men of clergy and laity were 
chosen to take counsel together. Onthat vexed 
question wise counsels prevailed. The matter 
was discussed in a!l its bearings without excite- 
ment, and a canon judicious and conciliatory 
was enacted with rare unanimity. The dissen- 
sion which was prophesied was not seen; but, 
as in former days, the church gathered up her 
strength, and with closed ranks resolved anew 
to go forth and tight her battles. In practical 
work, also, the convention was not behind its 
predecessors. The erection of five new miss- 
ionary jurisdictions, and fhe election of bishops 
for their oversight, will enable the church to 
maintain the foremost place in missionary oper- 
ations which she has held in recent years. In 
legislation upon ritual, as well as in the refusal 
to confirm Dr. Seymour, bishop-elect of Wis- 
consin, suspected of ritualism, the convention 
showed that the church was true to the distine- 
tive principles impressed upon her at the Refor- 
mation, and that any attempt to turn her from 
those principles would meet with overwhelming 
opposition.

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An Otp Boston Re tigiovs Society IN a 
New Cuvrcu-epirice.—The new, elegant and 
commodious edifice, fur the Second church, on 
Boylston street, was dedicated Wednesday eve- 
ning with services of an appropriate and ex- 
ceelingly interesting nature. The church is 
the oldest parish but one in Boston, and, like 
the First and other early churches, after a sea- 
son of useful, Christian work in the older parts 
of the city, has removed to the Back Bay dis- 
trict. The church was gathered togetherin 1649, 
in which year its first house of worship was erect- 
ted on North square. After twenty-seven years 
it was destroyed by fire, but was rebuilt in 1677. 
In 1799 members of the church united with the 
Hanover street church, and for sixty-five years 
the Second church worshipped here, adhering to 
the Unitarian faith unwaveringly in the contro- 
versy, reinaining so now. In 1844 the edifice 
was demolished and replaced by a new struc- 
ture, which was occupied for about five years, 
and, then sold, the parish removing to the Free- 
man place chapel in 1850. In 1854 this place 
was abandoned and the church of the Saviour 
on Bedford street was removed to, which in 1872 
was taken down, the stone preserve1 and the 
land sold. The new church is erected of the 
same freestone which was used in the Bedford 
street church. The church has a frontage of | 
62 1-2 feet. The architecture is Gothic, the ap- 
pearance of the church differing from the other, 
the most noticeable difference being the absence 
of the tower, which formed a prominent feature 
in the old church. The interior is of the shape 
of the Greek cross, the seating capacity being 
486 pews, and eight pews in the gallery directly 
over the front end of the church, and the brightly- 
colored glass window from the old church has 
been replaced between the divisions of the organ, 
which is the same iastrument as at the Bedford 
street church. The old pulpit is retained, with 
a window on either side, giving the chureh a 
much more cheerful look than the Bedford street 
structure. The chapel adjoining the thurch and 
connected with it by a transept has a frontage 
of 35 feet, and is a great and additional conven- 
ience. The walls are beautifully frescoed, and 
on tablets on the walls are inscribed this list of 
pastors of the church: John Mayo, Increase 
Mather, Cotton Mather, Joshua Gee, Samuel 
Mather, Samuel Checkly, Jr., John Lathrop, 
Henry Ware, Jr., Ralph Waldo Emerson, and 
Chandler Robbins. Under the church is a light 
and elegant parlor, to be used for the ladies’ 
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Talbot.

We have betore us the Daily Constitution- 
alist ‘Augusta, Ga.,) of Oct. 21st, 1874, which 
contains Mr. Stephens’s ‘‘great speech” at Geor- 
dey’s Opera House, Oct. 15th. It is a full re- 
port, ‘corrected and amended” by the author, 
and fills eleven colums in a paper the same size 
of the Commonwealth. As Mr. Stephens is 
considered the mouth-piece of the rebel ele- 
ments still existing at the South, it may be well 
to look at some of the principles he has an- 
nounced and attempted to maintain in this 
speech, which, he tells us, will probably prove 
to be his last, as he delivered it with one foot in. 
the grave. 

Mr. Stephens declares that the only hope of 
the country is in the triumph of the Democratic 
party. The adoption of the civil-rights bill will 
surely lead to another rebellion, except in the 
election of a Democratic Congress. In that 
case, he thinks the civil-rights bill would never 
be enforced, even if that bill were to be adopted 
by Congress.

J AND DESCRIBED BY AN AMERICAN 
— WOMAN. 


Probably none of the productions of this busy 
town are better known than Gillott’s steel pens, 
and if I can describe their manufacture with any 
degree of plainness perhaps some one may he 
interested in the description. The thin sheets 
of steel are first cut into strips about four inches 
wide and three feet long, annealed, pickled a 
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more recent invention cuts the form of the pen, 

pierces the hole, makes the slit on the sides, and 

stamps the name, at one fall of the die. A 

single machine of this kind cuts one thousand 

gross aday. The pens which have been merely 

cut then pass through three different operations, 

being placed singly but very rapidly in a little 

pen-shaped groove, where the name is stamped, 

the holes pierced by a die, and the slits cut by 

tiny chisels. So far they are flat; they are next 

curved, and then put in small iron boxes and 

submitted to a very great heat for a short time, 

after which they are dipped in oil, and sharp- 

ened by being held singly against a rapidly re- 

volving emery wheel. Now they are ready for 

polishing and coloring; for the former they are 

placed in revolving cans, first with emory and 

then with saw dust, and the coloring is done by 

exposing them to the heat of a coke fire, the 

different colors, browns, purple and blue being 
produced by differentdegrees of heat. Varnished 

and dried, they are ready for packing. The boxes 

are made very rapidly by children, the card paper 
being placed around blocks, the bottom and top 
held cn and the whole covered with fancy paper, 

completely enclosing the block. A sharp knife 

worked by machinery cuts around the center, 

letting out the block; the lining, which is made 
separately, is put in, and the label pasted on. 

The pen-hoiders almost make themselves; in- 
deed it is wonderful how little tending some of 
the Birmingham machinery requires. One ma- 
chine cuts and turns them, leaving them long 
enough for two holders, which are then sawed 
apart. After this they are placed in large boxes, 
one girl attending to several, as they need only 
to be filled and then let down one holder ata 
time into machinery which cuts the ornamental 
groove or figure. Again boxes are filled and 
other machinery rounds one end and compresses 
the other for the steel barrel. Sand papered 
and virnished, and they are complete. ‘There 
are at present 410 people employed in the fac- 
tory, and they make 3,000,000 pens per. week. 
The case which was sent to the Vienna exhibi- 
tion contains holders and pens of every descrip- 
tion, from tiny ones so small that I at first 
thought they were but bits of steel, to one four 
feet in length. Gillott was not the inventor of 
the steel pen, one Wyse having attempted their 
manufacture in 1803, but Gillott improved them, 
and commenced their manufacture in 2@ little 
room where he slowly made the pens while an 
old woman polished and colored them. 

After Gillott’s perhaps nothing is more inter- 
esting than the manufacture of pins and needles. 
If every gentleman—and every lady, too, for 
that matter—is familiar with ‘‘Gillott’s 303s,” 
certainly every la¢y knows the superiority of 
the Redditch needles, and Eddleston and Will- 
iamson’s English pins. The pins are made either 
of iron or brass wire with a coating of tin. The 
wire when brought to the establishment is nearly 
half an inch in diameter, in coils, and with one 
end slightly pointed. This coil is put over a 
revolving drum, the end of it put between a 
series of iron pins to straighten it, and the point 
passed through a hole in a thick steel plate, the 
diameter of the hole lessening through the thick- 
ness of the plate, and thus gradually compress- 
ing the wire. Again it is wound on a drum and 
annealed to make it more pliable for working; 
again it passes through the steel plate, and again 
it is annealed till it is of the size required. 
it is to be made into pins it is again drawn be- 
tween iron pins to be straightened, and the end 
passed through ajvery small hole. Here a tiny 
pair of pincers, worked by machinery, pulls 
forward the wire and holds it for an instant, 
while a very small but very forcible hammer hits 
the end of the wire three blows, each blow short- 
ening it one-thirty second of an inch. At the 
third blow the pin head is complete, and a pair 
of shears, worked by the same machinery, cuts 
the required length. The pincers drop it into a 
little slanting groove not wide enough to let the 
head through, and the point revolves rapidly on 
a wheel covered with minute files, while the 
pincers catch the wire again and hold it till 
another pin is made. Understand this is but 
the work of an instant, two hundred pins being 
made per minute. I only know the process 
through the kindness of the workman in work- 
ing very slowly for a minute or two. A long 
row of pins, probably one or two hundred, are 
hanging by their heads, and all being sharpened 
at once, constantly moving forward and drop- 
ping into the box below, while new ones just cut 
and headed are as constantly falling into the 
groove. Now one machine takes the wire and 
complets the pin save cleaning and tinning; for- 
merly each pin passed through fourteen pairs 
of hands. One set of machinery of the old 
style is still in operation in this place, and after 
watching the new and rapid way it was really 
tedious to watch the slow straightening and sharp- 
ening, much of the work being done entirely by 
hand. At this stage the pins are yellow and 
greasy; they are first placed in revolving barrels 
with water, which partially cleanses them, and 
then in great kettles with powdered tin and a 
preparation of bitartrate of potash and water, 
and boiled four hours, thus acquiring the tin 
coating, Again they are put in revolving bar- 
rels with bran, which polishes them, the sepa- 
ration of the pins and bran being effected only 
by hand shaking in a huge pan like a dust pan. 
Experience teaches the workmen to do this so 
dextrously that never a pin falls from the pan, 
yet all the bran is removed. There is nuthing 
more curious than the ‘sticking machine,” where 
the pins are putonthe papers. A tin hopper is 
filled with pins, which are rapidly worked with 
asmall brush, so as to fall point foremost into 
a groove long as a pin paper, but only wide 
enough for the pin points, the row of pins thus 
hanging, as in the sharpening machine, by their 
heads. ‘The workman passes the paper under 

the hopper, where it is crimped or creased, as 
we see on all pin papers, and by some move- 
ment which I entirely failed to comprehend, the 
row of pins hanging by their heads are instantly 
**stuck,” set tree from the groove, and the next 
row ready to be set. It is the only thing in the 
whole establishment which is not perfectly sim- 
ple ‘‘ when you know how it is done.” . The 
folding and packing is only interesting from the 
rapidity with which it is done. ‘This establish- 
ment turns out 60,000,000 pins per week, 3,120-, 
000,000 a year, and there are several other pin 
factories in Birmingham. And yet some people

ton & Co. Their show-rooms alone are well 
worth a visit, containing asthey do such varied 
and elegant patterns of silver ware of every de- 
scription. And as they kindly invite people to 
visit their manufactory, and permit their work- 
men to explain every process, it is not strange 
that people on the way to Birmingham are con- 
stantly advised ‘‘not to fail of seeing Elkin- 
on’s.”” If I attempt to describe it as nearly as 
I can for the benefit of those who may de inter- 
ested, may I not hope that those who know 
more about it than any one possibly can learn 
trom a single visit will kindly ‘“‘pass my imper- 
fections by.” The German silver is a camposi- 
tion of nickel, spelter and copper, and the dif- 
ferent articles are either cut out with dies or 
run in sand moulds. The sheets of composi- 
tion are worked upon by heavy weights worked 
by steam, one of which would require seven 
men to work it. ‘To these weights are attached 
the dies required, as of disl-covers or platters, 
and in falling the shape of the dish is cut, some 
of the shallow dishes being shaped by the same 
blow. Deeper ones are shaped by a process 
called raising, the form as it comes from the die 
being placed over an iron rest and worked upon 
by rapid blows. The ornaments are moulded in 
sand as iron tools are moulded. Shallow boxes 
are filled with sand and packed very hard by 
mallet blows; a pattern is then laid on the sand 
and a perfect impression taken, the more com- 
licated parts being filled in with ‘‘corks” or 
small pieces formed by pressing the sand firmly 
into or around the more intricate parts of the 
pattern. A similar impression is taken of the 
inside of the pattern, fitting accurately over the 
other, thus forming a negative and a positive 
mould. Small channels are made for the metal 
to run in, the two parts fastened firmly together 
and the hot metal poured in. Ina shorttime it 
cools, is dipped, if I remember rightly, in water 
and the two parts soldered together. This pro- 
cess is for handles and larger ornaments, the 
smaller ones being moulded solid. After the 
forms are cut by the dies workmen beat them 
with hammers to close all the pores, that they 
may take the silver-plating perfectly, and then 
they are ready for ornamentation, the simpler 
fluting and beading being done by passing over 
wheels, and the more fanciful borders being 
stamped in stripes and soldered on. The plat- 
ing is done in large vats connected with a bat- 
tery. Silver is dissolved in nitric acid and pre- 
cipitated with cyawide.of potassium. The pre- 
cipitate is well washed to get out the acid, water 
anda little free cyanide added, and the articles 
suspended in tke solution from two to four 
hours. When removed, if lining or figures of 
gold are to be added, the parts not to be affected 
by the gold plating are covered with a blue var- 
nish and the articles are again dipped in a solu- 
tion in which sheets of gold are suspended. 
When ready for polishing brus'ies of fine wire 
with beer are first used; then they are scraped 
with tools similar to chisels, and again rubbed 
with tools headed with blood-stone. Many may 
have noticed that the little beaded border on 
plated ware is polished only on the upper sur- 
face of each bead, the rest being dead. The 
entire piece has this dead appearance as it 
comes from the vat, the chisel and blood-stone 
polishing the exposed parts very rapidly, so 
that the want of polish which we suppuse inten- 
tional is, I suspect, almost unavoidable, though 
decidedly ornamertal by way of variety. I 
omit the engraving, as that can be seen any- 
where and is not easily described. Besides the 
silver-plated-ware, bronze ornaments are made 
here, bronze statues, and genuine silver ware. 

A solid set containing 10,000 ounces is now 
being made for the King of Siam, and much 
beautiful work is sent to India. The enameling 
on copper is very curious and beautiful. The 
copper being shaped as required, the figures 
are formed of very narrow thin strips of copper 
and soldered on. The forms are filled in with 
powdered glass colored as needed, and the arti- 
cle is submitted to intense heat. This entire 
establishment employs about nine hundred 
men.—Cor. Springfield Union.

Turner's Two Srrres.—It is well known 
that Turner, so long an idol of the English pub- 
lic, paints now in a manner which has caused the 
liveliest dissentions in the world of connoisseurs. 
There are two parties, one of which maintains 
not only that the pictures of the late period are 
not good, but that they are not pictures at all— 
that it is impossible to make out the design, or 
find what Turner is aiming at by those strange 
blotches of color. The other party declare that 
these pictures are not only good but divine—that 
whoever looks upon them in the true manner will 
not fail to find there somewhat ineffably and tran- 
scendently admirable—the soul of art. Books 
have been written to defead this side of the ques- 
tion. 1 became much interested about this mat- 
ter, as the fervor of feeling on either side seemed 
to denote that there was something real and 
vital going on, and, while time would not per- 
mit my visiting other private collections in Lon- 
don and its neighborhood, I insisted on taking it 
for one of Turner's pictures. It was at the 
house of one of his devoutest disciples, who has 
arranged everything in the rooms to harmonize 
with them. There were a great many of the 
earlier period; these seemed to me charming, 
but superficial, views of nature. They were of 
a character that he who runs may read—obvious, 
simple, graceful. The later pictures were quite 
a different matter; mysterious-looking things— 
hieroglyphics of picture, rather than picture it- 
self. Sometimes you saw a range of red dots, 
which, after long looking, dawned on you as the 
roofs of houses—shining streaks turned out to 
be most alluring rivulets, if traced with patience 
and a devout eye. Above all, they charmed the 
eye and the thought. Still, these pictures, it 


art, more than the mystical writing common to 
a certain class of minds 1n the United States can 
be called good writing. A good work of art de- 
mands a great thought or a thought of beauty 
adequately expressed. Neither in art nor liter- 
ature more than in life can an ordinary thought 
be made interesting because well dressed. But 
in a transition state, whether of art or literature, 
deeper thoughts are imperfectly expressed, be- 
cause they cannot yet be held and treated mas- 
terly. This seems to be the case with Turner. 
Ife has got beyond the English gentleman’s con- 
ventional view of nature, which implies a Jitéle 
sentiment and a very cultivated taste; he has 
become awake to what is elemental, normal, in 
nature—such, for instance, as one sees in the 
working of water on the sea-shore. Ife tries to 
represent these primitive forms. In the draw- 
ings of Piranesi, in the pictures of Rembrandt, 
one sees this grand language exhibited more 
truly. It is not picture, but certain primitive 
and leading effects of light and shadow, or lines 
and contours, that captivate the attention. I 
saw a picture of Rembrandt's at the Louvre, 
whose subject I do not know and have never 
cared to inquire. I cannot analyze the group, 
but I understand and feel the thought it em- 
bodies. At something similar Turner seems 
aiming, an aim so opposed to the practical and 
outward tendency of the English mind that, as 
a matter of course, the majority find themselves 
mystified, and thereby angered, but for the same 
reason answering to so deep and seldom-satisfied 
a want in the minds of the minority as to secure 
the most ardent sympathy where any at all can 
be elicited.— Margaret Fuller.

Freedom of the press was no better understood 
then than it is now. The author of this quaint 
¢pigram was discovered and hanged. Under 
Louis XIII. and Louis XLV. the hat became 
once more a social symbol. The hat in general 
use was a three-cornered affair, like that worn 
by London coachmen on levée and drawing-room 
days. But doctors wore chimney-pots about two 
feet high; priests wore, on the contrary, shovel 
hats of the same pattern as that of Don Basilio 
in the ‘‘Barbiere.” Under Louis XV. the hat 
was an article for ornament, not use; people 
used to wear it not on their heads, but under 
their arms. The revolution came, and made 
very short work of hats and the heads that wore 
them. When Napoleon fell, and ‘Louis le De- 
sire” returned to ‘‘the throne of his fathers,” 
the hat again became a political emblem. The 
partisans of Napoleon wore huge machines with 
a broad turned-up brim, weighing over a pound; 
the Legitimists donned light, tall silk hats, ta- 
pering to a point, with a very narrow brim. 
Duels—fatal duels—too, were then very fre- 
quent, and it was sufficient to bring about a 
deadly rencontre for the wearer of a narrow 
brim to ask the wearer of a broad brim. ‘*‘Who 
is your hatter?” In 1825, when the consoli- 
dated debt was partly reduced to three per 
cents., a new style of low-crowned hat became 
very fashionable under the designation of ‘‘Re- 
duced Consols.” The successful insurrection 
in Peru was commemorated by Parisian Liberals 
by chapeaux a la Bolivar. After the revolu- 
tion of 1830 the republican party took to point- 
ed wideawakes, and with its usual absurd love 
of meddling the police made them very popular 
by prohibiting them as ‘‘seditious emblems.” 
At present the chimney-pot is generally popular, 
but it is not looked upon with favor by Belle- 
ville. The chimney-pot is generally set down 
as an emblem of reiction, conservatism, and 
anti-republicanism. The soft felt travelling- 
hat is the emblem of republicanism and radical- 
ism of every shade, from that of M. Grévy and 
Victor Hugo to the wildest communism. But 
the government are wiser in one respect than 
that of Louis Phillippe. They do not prosecute 
hats for sedition. M. DeLorgeril, one of the 
ultras of the Right, has immortalized himself 
by an attempt to tax chimney-pots, but it has 
egregiously failed, and therefore the incon- 
venient emblem of ‘‘reiiction” seems likely to 
hold its own.— Paris cor. London Standard.
